Be In 1913 the first Federal law protecting migratory birds was passed 


and its enforcement placed in this department, as also was the 
administration of the subsequent treaty legislation. The act of 
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1918 is a measure that has had a most beneficial effect in coordinat- 
ing State laws relating to migratory game birds and is very generally 
observed and in most places respected. This legislation conferred 
upon the department power to regulate the taking, possession, and 
disposition of migratory birds, and the fundamental principles that 
underlie the regulations for its enforcement include the abolition of 
spring shooting, the suspension of the sale of migratory game birds, 
and the preseription of definite, reasonable, daily bag “Tmite. Open 
seasons are restricted under the terms of the treaty to a period not 
exceeding three and one-half months in any one year. 

Protection by restriction on hunting, however, is only one of 
several possible means of carrying into effect the objects of the 
international agreement. Its intention can be defeated easily in 
spite of such laws if the birds are denied the use of the breeding 
and resting grounds that. they have enjoyed for countless generations. 
The present outstanding need of our birds is a series of refuges in 
their accustomed habitat. The spread of civilization and con- 
sequent commercial developments have made serious inroads into 
the breeding and feeding grounds of all wild life, especially in the 
comparatively limited areas suitable for migratory wild fowl. Unwise 
drainage of marsh and water areas throughout the country has 
destroyed large areas chiefly suitable for the production of wild-bird, 
animal, and fish life, without compensating benefits. 

Reservations of various kinds have been set aside by governmental 
action from time to time, and some of them directly and some in- 
cidentally protect wild life. One of the best known of the latter 
class is the Yellowstone National Park, established by act of Congress 
in 1872. Other national parks have been set aside since then, 
military parks have been established on famous battle fields, and 
national monuments have been created for the preservation of objects 
of historic and scientific interest. On all of these, wild life is in- 
cidentally protected by the administering agencies, including the 
Bureau of Fisheries, the National Park Service, the Forest Service, 
the Bureau of Lighthouses, and the War and Navy Departments. 
The Bureau of Biological Survey administers 72 game and bird 
refuges directly created for the protection of wild life, some by 
Executive order and others by act of Congress. All are bird refuges 
and five are stocked with big game. 

One of the latest and most important of these reservations 
is the Upper Mississippi River Wild Life and Fish Refuge, authorized 
under the joint jurisdiction of the Departments of Agriculture and 
Commerce, the lands for which are now being acquired by the 
Biological Survey. This and the reservations administered by that 
bureau at Big Lake, Ark., and at Malheur Lake, Oreg., are among 
the few refuges now under Federal control that are important. as 
breeding, feeding, and resting grounds for migratory game birds. 

Increased numbers of migratory wild fowl tax the feeding and 
carrying capacity of their ever-diminishing range, and create urgent 
problems concerned with their maintenance. Sportsmen and con- 
servationists generally, realizing the necessity for a sustained pro- 
en in connection with the development and maintenance of wild- 
owl breeding and feeding’ areas throughout the country, have been 
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endeavoring to bring about a system of financing Federal activities 
along these lines. Bills have been pending in Congress for several 
years to authorize the issuance of a $1 annual Federal license to hunt 
migratory game birds, the resulting funds to be expended in the ac- 
quisition and maintenance of suitable marsh and water areas for the 
use of migratory wild fowl, with restrictions on the amount that 
may be spent in the administration and enforcement of Federal 
game laws. This plan of financing Federal activities is a logical 
outgrowth of game protection in this country, where the hunting 
license has become recognized as a source of financing State con- 
servation measures. 

The migratory-bird refuge and marshland conservation bill, as 
sponsored by a committee consisting of representatives of each 
of the several conservation associations interested, and indorsed 
by the President’s Outdoor Recreation Conference, was introduced 
early in the first session of the Sixty-ninth Congress (S. 2607—H. R. 
7479) and has been favorably reported to both Houses. It is still 
on the calendar for consideration at the second session of the Sixty- 
ninth Congress. Many sportsmen and conservationists familiar 
with the needs of wild life are of the opinion that unless a definite, 
adequate Federal conservation program is established in the near 
future, most of the development and results of the past decade will 
soon vanish. 

In Alaska the Department of Agriculture has been concerned 
with the protection of wild life since the first general game law for 
the Territory was enacted in 1902. The law was revised in 1908, 
but adequate provision for conservation in Alaska, particularly 
with reference to land fur-bearing animals, was not sail until the 
passage of the new Alaska game law of 1925. This law provides 
for the protection of wild life in the Territory and creates a com- 
mission of five resident members, one of whom is the chief repre- 
sentative of the Biological Survey in the Territory. Under the 
guardianship of resident commissioners appointed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, and the close cooperation of the Biological Survey, 
there is a much brighter outlook for the future of Alaskan wild life. 


REVIEW OF LEGISLATION OF 1926 


Only 11 States have held legislative sessions since the bulletin on 
the game laws for the season 1925-26 (Farmers’ Bulletin 1466) was 
issued—Georgia,' Kentucky, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
New Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Virginia, 
and Washington. Most of the changes in the laws relating to game 
have been of minor importance except in Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Virginia, and Washington. The most significant feature in connec- 
tion with State legislation on game this year is the absence of provi- 
sions specially setting aside refuges for game animals or birds. 


FEDERAL LEGISLATION 


A Federal conservation measure of great importance was the act 
approved May 20, 1926 (Public, No. 256—69th Cong.) to prohibit 
interstate transportation by any means of black bass that have been

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caught, sold, purchased, or possessed contrary. to the law of the 
State in which such transportation begins. This act, which is 
modeled after the Lacey Act as it appears in sections 242 to 244 of 
the United States Penal Code, regulating interstate commerce in 
game, is supplementary to State Se and should prove of great 
assistance to the various States in the conservation of black bass. 


MIGRATORY BIRDS 


The migratory-bird treaty act regulations were amended under 
dates of March 8, Apr 22, and June 18, 1926. The open season on 
waterfowl, coots, gallinules, and Wilson snipe was changed from the 
period September 16 to December 31 in the States of Illinois, Indiana, 
Washington east of the Cascades, and Massachusetts in Nan- 
tucket and Dukes Counties to the period October 1 to January 15, 
and in Kentucky to the period November 1 to January 31. The 
season was changed from the period October 1 to January 15 in New 
Mexico and California to October 16 to January 31. The season on 
doves was changed from the period September 1 to December 15 in 
South Carolina to October 16 to January 31. 

The open season on black-bellied and golden plovers was closed 
for an indefinite period. In Canada the season is being closed on 
black-bellied and golden plovers for a period of three years, and on 
yellowlegs in the Maritime Provinces of New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, and Prince Edward Island it has been made to open con- 
currently with the season on waterfowl in those Provinces, instead 
of August 16, as formerly. 

The Federal daily bag limits were reduced on sora from. 50. to 25, 
on. Wilson snipe or jacksnipe from 25 to 20, and on rails other than 
sora and gallinules to 25 in the aggregate of all kinds, with not more 
than 15 of any one species. Coots, which were formerly included 
in the combined limit of 25 with rails and gallinules, were given a 
separate limit of 25 a day. 

Considering the few States that held legislative sessions this year 
and the fact that the changes in the Federal regulations on migra- 
tory birds were not made effective until after the Ist. of March, 
substantial progress was made in harmonizing State laws with the new 
provisions. The changes in the waterfowl season in Kentucky and 
in the dove season in South Carolina were made in accordance with 
action of the legislatures in these States. Louisiana and New York 
adopted bag limits on rails, coots, gallinules, and Wilson snipe in 
conformity with those prescribed in the Federal regulations. New 
York also shortened the open season on rails throughout the State 
and on yellowlegs, except on Long Island, by opening September 24 
instead of September 1 on rails, and August 16 on yellowlegs. 


ALASKA 


On May 15, after consultation with the Alaska Game Commission 
and approval by the Biological Survey of the commission’s recom- 
mendation, the Secretary of Agriculture adopted revised regulations 
respecting game animals, land fur-bearing animals, and birds. in 
Alaska. Special protection of game, fur animals, and birds in the 
lower Taku River region was removed. The ion of big-game 
animals in excess of the maximum seasonal bag limits was pro- 
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hibited, except that in the interior and in northern Alaska when 
domestic meats are not available and the seasonal limit is not sufficient 
for local needs, permits to possess additional animals may be issued 
by the game commission. In parts of northern Alaska the meat of 
big-game animals and grouse and ptarmigan may be sold in uncooked 
form by the person by whom killed. Large brown and grizzly bears 
were protected by a close season from June 21 to August 31, but may 
@ be killed at any time when endangering persons or property. 

The daily bag limit on ducks was increased from 20 to 25 and on 
brant and geese from 6 to 8. The limit on jacksnipe was reduced 
from 25 to 20 a day, and on black-bellied and golden plovers the 
season was closed throughout the year for an indefinite period, in 

harmony with the migratory-bird treaty act regulations. The 
maximum possession limit on waterfowl was increased from 50 to 
75. The season on caribou in the far northern portion of the Terri- 
tory, including most of the area north of the Aretic Circle, was 
extended three months to permit taking these animals until March 31. 

The Alaska Game Commission has revised its regulations so that 
guides are not now required to devote the principal part of their

Fifteen per cent of the fees received from dog licenses 
the hereafter will be placed in the State game-protection fund for the 
me use of this department, which is chargéd with the enforcement of 
ro- the dog-license law. 
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A special act requires the Virginia department‘ofgame and inland 
fisheries to prepare budget estimates for its work up to March 1, 
1928, and under a general provision the game-protection fund of the 
State is subject to the recommendation of the State budget com- 
mission, no money to be paid out except in accordance with appro- 
priations by the general assembly or on approval of the governor. 
The law authorizing the department of game and inland fisheries to 
establish refuges by contract on private holdings was strengthened 
somewhat. Shooting from blinds is restricted by a provision pro- 
hibiting more than four persons from using a blind at the same time. 

The State game authorities in Minnesota, New Mexico, and Penn- 
sylvania exercised powers conferred upon them by law to shorten or 
flose seasons on certain species of game when deemed necessary. 
In Minnesota, where there is an open season on ruffed grouse only 
every other year, the commissioner closed the 1926 season so that 
these birds may not be hunted until the open season in 1928. In 
New Mexico the season on quail was shortened one month and the 
open season limited to December. In Pennsylvania the board of 
game commissioners closed the 1926 season on wild turkeys and 
Hungarian partridges and shortened the season on ruffed grouse 
and male ring-necked pheasants to the first 13 days of November 
instead of the entire month. 

Nova Scotia also closed the season for an indefinite period on ruffed 
grouse, or birch partridge, and increased the fee for a nonresident 
general hunting license from $40 to $50. Quebec repealed the law 
permitting the holder of a resident special license to kill three caribou 
and three deer in addition to the season limit under a general license, 
and prescribed limits of 10 geese a day and 30 a season. 

Mexico revised the regulations respecting the capture and exporta- 
tion of quail for restocking or propagating purposes, as well as those 

overning the taking of game for commercial purposes and by pro- 
essional hunters. 


FEDERAL LAWS RELATING TO MIGRATORY BIRDS? 


Migratory birds included in the terms of the convention between the United 
States and Great Britain for the protection of migratory birds, concluded Au- 
gust 16, 1916, are as follows: 

1, Migratory game birds: 

(a) Anatidae, or waterfowl, including brant, wild ducks, geese, and swans. 

(b) Gruidae, or cranes, including little brown, sand-hill, and whooping cranes. 

{c) Rallidae, or rails, including coot, gallinules, and sora and other rails. 

(d) Limicolae, or s sc omaaent including avocets, curlews, dowitchers, godwits, 
knots, oyster catchers, phalaropes, plovers, sandpipers, snipe, stilts, surf birds, 
turnstones, willet, w odeock, and yellowlegs. 

(e) Columbidae, or pigeons, including doves and wild pigeons. 

2. Migratory insectivorous birds: Cuckoos; flickers and other woodpeckers; 

pobolinke or bullbats and whippoorwills; ‘swifts; hummingbirds; flycatchers; 

links, meadowlarks, and orioles; grosbeaks; tanagers; martins and other 


swallows; waxwings; shrikes; Siete. blers; pipits; catbirds and brown thrash- 


ers; wrens; brown creepers; nuthatches; chickadees and titmice; luke and gnat 
catchers; robins and other thrushes; ‘and all other perching birds’ which feed 
entirely or chiefly on insects. 


Other migratory nongame birds: Auks, auklets, bitterns, fulmars, gannets, 


grebes, guillemots, gulls, herons, jaegers, loons, murres, petrels, puffins, shear- 
waters, and terns.

BAG LIMITS AND OTHER PROVISIONS UNDER FEDERAL 
REGULATIONS 


A person may take in any one day during the open seasons prescribed therefor 
as above not to exceed the following numbers of ae game birds, which 
numbers shall include all birds taken by any person who for hire accompanies 
or assists him in taking migratory birds: Ducks (except wood duck and eider 
ducks), 25 in the aggregate of all kinds; geese, 8 in the aggregate of all kinds; 
brant, 8; coots, 25; sora, 25; other rails and gallinules 25 in all, but not more than 
15 of any one species of rails (other than sora) and gallinules; greater and lesser 
yeliowlegs, 15 in the aggregate of both kinds; Wilson snipe, 20; woodcock, 6; 
mourning doves, 25. No other migratory birds may be taken at any time except 
under permit for propagating, scientific, or banding purposes, or under an order @ 
of the Secretary of Agriculture to prevent injury to agricultural or other interests. 

Migratory game birds may be taken on any day Sasinis the open season from 
half an hour before sunrise to sunset with a gun not larger than 10 gauge, fired 
from the shoulder, with the aid of a dog, the use of decoys, and from a blind or 
floating device (other than an airplane, power-boat, sailboat, any boat under 
sail, or any floating device towed by power-boat or sailboat). 

Migratory game birds legally taken may be possessed during the period con- 
stituting the open season where killed and for an additional period of 10 days 
next succeeding such open season, and those coming from a country other than 
Canada may be possessed in the State into which they are brought only during 
the open season in that State and such additional time immediately thereafter 
#8 may be permitted by both Federal and State laws. 

Not more than two days’ bag limit of migratory game birds may be exported 
or removed from the State where taken in any one calendar week, and such 
migratory game birds or parts thereof in transit during the open season may 
continue in transit such additional time, not exceeding five days, as may be 
necessary for delivery at destination. 

The Lacey Act prohibits interstate shipment by common carrier of wild ani- 
mals killed or shipped in violation of the laws of the State in which killed or 
from which shipped, and section 4 of the treaty act likewise prohibits the removal! 
in any manner from one State to another of any wild birds in violation of State 
laws or which have been illegally taken. All packages in interstate commerce 
containing game animals or nonmigratory game birds, or parts thereof, must 
be marked to show the names and addresses of the consignor and consignee and 
the nature of the contents, and packages containing migratory birds must be 
marked with such addresses and the number and kind of such birds therein.

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_ The Federal law prohibits the sale of all migratory birds throughout the 
United States except birds taken for seientific or propagating purposes and water- 
fowl raised on farms or preserves under permit from the Secretary of Agriculture.‘ 

In Alaska Eskimos and Indians may take for the use of themselves and their 
immediate families, in any manner and at any time, and possess and transport, 
auks, auklets, guillemots, murres, and puffins and their eggs for food and their 
skins for clothing. 

Under appropriate permit from the Secretary of Agriculture, migratory water- 
fowl may be captured at any time for propagating purposes and migratory birds 
may be taken for scientific purposes, ineluding banding. The Secretary of 
Agriculture may also issue orders permitting the killing of migratory birds to 
prevent serious injury to agriculture or other interests. 

The States may shorten the open seasons fixed by Federal regulations on 
migratory birds, reduce the bag limits, prohibit export, restrict the period during 
which migratory birds may be possessed in close season, or make other laws or 
regulations to give further protection to such birds, but may not lengthen the 
open season, increase the bag limit, permit sale, or otherwise go beyond the 
restrictions in the Federal law. 


SUMMARY OF LAWS RELATING TO SEASONS, LICENSES, 


LIMITS, POSSESSION, INTERSTATE TRANSPORTATION, 
AND SALE 


Persons are advised tv obtain from State game commissioners the full text of 
game laws in States where hunting is contemplated (see list on page II, back of 
title-page). They should also obtain information from the Biological Survey or 
State game departments® regarding the existence of Federal and State game and 
bird refuges in areas in which they coniemplate hunting, as the location of refuges 
and the restrictions regarding hunting thereon are not included in this bulletin. 

The dates of open seasons for migratory game birds shown under the various 
States and Provinces are the times when these birds may be hunted without 
violating either State or Provincial laws or Federal or Canadian regulations. 
The provision permitting the possession of migratory game birds during the firsi 
10 days of the close season has been considered in connection with State laws, 
and when migratory game birds may be possessed during any part of the close 
season without violating either the Federal regulations or State laws it has been 
stated under the heading “ Bag limits and possession.” 

In stating the open season ® the plan has been followed of including the first 
and last days thereof. The difficulty of attaining absolute accuracy in a state- 
ment of the seasons is great, but summaries have been submitted to the proper 
State or Provincial game officials for correetion and approval, and the following 
are believed to be free from material errors. 

Species (including migratory game and nongame birds protected throughout 
each year by Federal regulation) on which the season is closed for a term of years 
or for_an indefinite period are grouped under the term ‘‘ No open season.”’ Pro- 
visions of State laws prohibiting hunting at night, between sunset and sunrise, 
or during certain hours are not included. 

In some States certain days of the week constitute rest days or close seasons 
during the time when killing is permitted. Hunting on Sunday is prohibited in 
all States and Provinces east of the one hundred and fifth meridian, except TDii- 
nois, Louisiana, Michigan, Rhode Island, Texas, Wisconsin, and Quebec. 
Mondays constitute a close season for waterfowl locally in Maryland and North 
Carolina; and certain other week days for waterfowl in several favorite ducking 
grounds in Maryland, Virginia, and North Carolina. In Nevada the hunting of 
migratory waterfowl is prohibited on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday 
of each week during the open season. Hunting is prohibited on election day in 
Maryland in Allegany, Baltimore, Cecil, Charles, Frederick, and Harford Coun- 
ties; and when snow is on the ground in New Jersey, Delaware, Virginia, and 
Maryland. 

Possession of nonmigratory game during the close season is generally prohibited 
by State laws, but when an extension of a few days, or a special season, is provided 
for either possession or sale, attention is called thereto.

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Under the heading “Interstate transportation,” in addition to statements of 
restrictions on removal of game from the State in which it is taken, information 
has been included concerning the importation and possession by sportsmen 
for personal use of game legally killed outside the State and legally exported from 


the place where taken. 


In the absence of specific State legislation to the con- 


trary, or where legislation prohibits possession of game in close season, it has been 
construed that sportsmen may bring home their game and possess it in their State 
in the same manner as if it had been killed there.

The county laws of North Carolina are too numerous to be incorporated in 
the following summary; which otherwise may be regarded as a practically com- 
plete résumé of game regulations now in force.

CANADA 


The migratory-birds convention act of August 29, 1917, as amended in 1919 and 
1925, and the regulations thereunder promulgated by the Governor General in 
eouncil, are similar to the migratory-bird treaty act and regulations in that they 
give effect to and conform with the provisions of the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain for the protection of migratory birds in the United States 
and Canada. Full text of the regulations, as amended, will be found in a publi- 
cation issued annually by the Commissioner of Canadian National Parks, 
Ottawa. 

Canada also has a general law prohibiting export of deer carcasses or parts 
thereof (except as to cured deer heads and hides of deer and except carcasses 
and parts of deer raised on private preserves); and wild turkey, quail, partridge, 
prairie fowl, and woodeock; but subject to Provincial laws and under a permit 
from the collector of customs a nonresident licensee, on not more than two occa- 
sions during one ealendar year, may export, during the open season in the Province 
where killed and within 15 days thereafter, not more than the whole or parts 
of one moose and of three deer not being moose, legally shot by him for sport 
and not for gain or hire; provided, however, that a nonresident licensee may 
export from Yukon Territory in one year the hides and heads of not more than 
two moose, four caribou, and four deer not being moose or caribou. Such licensee, 
at any port of export, may make an export entry in duplicate of such deer or parts 
thereof upon subscribing before the collector of customs a declaration to be 
annexed to said export entry, producing his license or permit for shooting the 
deer to the collector of customs who shall indorse thereon a description of the 
quantity and parts entered for exportation, and thereupon, if satisfied as to the 
identity of the sportsman and that the exportation is not prohibited, may issue 
his permit under the seal of the customs house for the export of the deer or parts 
thereof, which permit must accompany the shipment. The ports of export are 
Halifax and Yarmouth, Nova Scotia; McAdams Junction, St. John, and St. } 
Stephens, New Brunswick; Montreal, Quebec, Sherbrooke, Beebe Junction, and 
St. Armand, Quebec; Bridgeburg, Brockville, Kingston, Ottawa, Port Arthur, 
Prescott, Niagara Falls, Sarnia Sault Ste. Marie, Toronto, and Windsor, On- 
tario; Emerson, Manitoba; North Portal, Saskatchewan; Coutts, Alberta; 
Kingsgate and Waneta, British Columbia; White Horse, Yukon Territory, and 
all other customs ports and outports on the frontier of the United States; and 
such others as the minister of customs may designate.

[Issued May 7, 1925] 


Information having been furnished the Secretary of Agriculture that bobolinks, commonly known as 
reedbirds or rice birds, have become seriously injurious to the rice crops of North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, and Florida, and an investigation having been duly and regularly made pursuant to Jaw, 
and it having been determined by the Secretary of Agriculture that said birds have become, under extraor- 
dinary conditions, any ee to the rice crops in said States and that the injuries so inflicted by 
them can not adequately controlled in the communities immediately affected and that they should 
therefore be killed in the manner, during the seasons, and in the States and District hereinafter provided. 

Now, therefore, 1, R. W. Dunlap, Acting Secretary of Agriculture, pursuant to authority in me vested by 
the migratory-bird treaty act of July 3, 1918, and in conformity with Regulation 10 of the migratory-bird 
treaty act regulations approved and proclaimed July 3i, 1918, do order that until further notice persons 
may kill by shooting, bobolinks, commonly known as reedbirds or rice birds, from half an hour before 
sunrise to sunset, from September 1 to October 31, inclusive, in the States of Pennsylvania, Delaware, and 
Maryland and the District of Columbia, and from August 16 to November 15, inclusive, in the States of 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida, but the birds so killed shall not be sold, 
offered for sale, or ae for purposes of sale, or be wantonly wasted or destroyed, but they may be used 

e 


for food purposes by t rsons killing them, and they may be transported to hospitals and charitable 
institutions for use as food. 


The order of January 17, 1919, permitting the killing of bobolinks is hereby revoked. 
R. W. Dunwap, Acting Secretary of Agriculture. 


IMPORTED GAME AND GAME RAISED IN CAPTIVITY 


Regulations adopted pursuant to the provisions of the Federal migratory-bird 
treaty act and the Canadian migratory birds convention act, which give effect 
to the migratory-bird treaty in the United States and Canada, respectively, 
are designed to permit and encourage the propagation and sale of migratory 
waterfowl. Many States now have laws in practical conformity with the Federal 
regulations on waterfowl and also permit other species of game to be raised in 
eaptivity and sold under permit. he business of game farming when properly 
conducted has proved profitable, and the demand for game raised in captivity 
has been greatly increased, for the reason that the sale of migratory birds is 
prohibited throughout the United States and most of Canada under Federal 
an! Dominion laws, and the sale of practically all species of game is prohibited 
under State laws. 

The Department of Agriculture, acting in conjunction with State game officials 
and sportsmen, aids so far as possible in establishing the game-breeding industry 
by preparing drafts of suitable laws to be enacted by the States, issuing permits 
to breeders to obtain wild migratory waterfowl and their eggs, and otherwise 
advising where stock may be obtained. The department does not distribute 
breeding stock or eggs, but in proper cases and under suitable restrictions per- 
mits may be issued to assist legitimate enterprises in the conduct of the business 
of game farming. 

he possession, sale, and transportation of imported game and game raised 
in captivity is also regulated in most States by State laws, which are covered 
in the following summary: , 


Federal regulations: 1 Under permit from the

Game Laws for the Season 1926-1927 


Wyoming: Under permit (feo, $5) and supervi- 
sion of commission, game animals may be taken 
for propagation. Animals so taken may not be 
killed, sold, or dispesed of for three years, but 
their natural increase may be sold, transported, 
and dispos sed of. Exchange of game animals and 
birds for liberation in State allowed under permit 
of State game commission. 


Canadian reguiations:! The Canadian 
tions, administered by the commissioner of Cana- 
dian national parks, Ottawa, Canada, are similar 
to the provisions of the Federal regulations in 
respect to the propagation of migratory water- 
fowl, but apply to all migratery birds protected 
by the treaty; and all birds raised in captivity 
and intended for food purposes must be killed 

otherwise than by shooting, and each of such 
birds before it can be sold must bear a metal tag, 
which may not be removed from the carcass. 
Under section 5 of the Canadian enstoms export 
act (R. 8S. C., 1906, ch. 50) a person may export 
the carcass or parts thereof of a deer raised en his 
own land or on lands owned by a ger = 
association of which ke is a member, em 
maxing affidavit on face of export entry 
carcass, or parts thereof, is of a deer so raised. 

Alberta: The minister of agriewlture may authorize 
persons to possess, buy, sell, and export big 
game and game birds raised in captivity, and to 
capture big game and game birds for propagation. 
Permit fees fixed by lieutenant governor in 
council. 

British Columbia: The Provincial game warden 
may authorize persons to possess, buy, sell, and 
export game animals and game birds raised in 
captivity, and to capture game animals and birds 
and collect eggs of birds for pro; tion, Per- 
mit required to import live animals or birds into 
the Provinee; permit fees fixed by lieutenant 
governor in council, 

New Brunswick: The minister of lands and mines 
may authorize persons to buy, sell, 
and export game raised in epee. and to cap- 


ula- 
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ture game for propagation. Permit fees fixed by 
minister. 

Northwest Territories: The minister of the inte- 
rior may authorize persons to possess, buy, sell, 
and export wild mammals and birds raised in 
captivity, and to capiure wild mammals and birds 
and collect the eggs of birds for propagation. 

Nova Seotia: The Minister may authorize persons 
to possess, buy, sell, and export wild mammals 

birds raised in captivity, and to capture 
wild mammals and birds for propagation. 

Qutarie: The minister of game and fisheries may 
euthorize persons to possess, buy, sell, and export 
game animals and birds raised in captivity, and 
te capture game animals and birds for propaga- 
tion during close season. Imported game may 
be seid or exported under license. 

Prince Edward Island: Domesticated wild geese 
and brant in captivity are deemed the personal 
property of the owner, and may be possessed, 
disposed of, and transported without reference 
to the provisions ef the provincial game act. 
Waierfow] and other migratory birds, however, 
are subject to the provisions of the migratory- 
birds convention act and regulations.' 

Quebee: The minister may authorize gameanimals 
and birds lawfully taken during the open season 
te be retained in captivity. 

Saskatchewan: The minister of agrieulture nmy 
authorize persons to possess, buy, sell, and export 
big game and game birds raised in captivity, and 
to capture big game and game birds ior propaga- 
tion. Al shipments must be tagged. Permit 
and tag fees fixed by minister. 

Yukon: The gold commissioner may atithorize 
persons te possess, export game 
animals (except buffalo or bison) and birds raised 
in captivity, and to capture such animals and 
birds for propagation, ~ 


Newfoundiand: The game and inland fisheries 
board may authorize petsons to capture, possess, 
buy, sell, and export caribou fer propagation.
